This then IT intend as a Key to all my 
former writings, and affure you on my 
faithful word, that I fhall not (peak one 
word doubtfully or Myftically, as I have 
in all my other writings, feeming toaver 
fome things, which taken without a Fi- 
gure, are utterly falfe, which we did only 
to conceal thisArt. ThisKey therefore we 
intend not to make common; and fhall 
intreat you to keep it fecret to your felf, 
and not to conimunicate it, except it be 
to a fure friend, who you are confident 
will not make it publick“: “And this ré- 
queft we make upon very good grounds, 
knowing that all our writings together, 
are nothing tothis, by reafon of the 
contradictions, which we have woven 
into them, -which here is not.done in 
the leaft meafure. [ fhall therefore in this 
Epiftle take up anew Method, and that 
different from the former, and {hall firft 
draw up the fubftance of the Philofophy 
couched in this Epiftle, into feveral con- 
clufions, and after elucidate the fame.

The firft Conclufion is drawn from 
the Ninth Stave of this Epiftle, the 
eight firft Staves being only complemen- 
tall; and that is, That as all things are 
multiplied in their kind, fo may be Me- 
talls, which have in themfelves a capa- 
-city of being tranfmuted, the imperfect 
into. perfect. 

The fecond Conclufion in the Tenth 
Stave is, That the main ground for the 
poflibility of tranfmutation, is the pof- 
fibility of reduction of all Metalls, and 
fich Minerals as are of metallick prin- 
ciples, into their. firlt Mercurial matter. 

The third Conclufion is in the Ele- 
venth Stave,that among fo many Metaline 
and Mineral Sulphurs, and {o many Mer- 
curies there are but two Swlphurs that 
are related to our work, which Sz/- 
phurs have their Mercuries effentially u- 
nited to them. 

The fourth Conclufion from the fame 
Stave is, That he who underftands thefe 
twoSulphurs & Mercuries axight,thal find 
that the one isthe moft pure red Sulphur 
of Gold, which is Sulphur in manifefto , 
and Mercurius in occulto, and that other

is mott'pure white Mercury, which js in- 
deed true Quzeksilver in manifefto, and 
Sulphur in occulto,: thefe are our two 
Principles... } 

-° "The fiithConclufion fromthe Twelfth 
Stave 1s, That af a mans Principles be 
true, and his Operations regular , his 
Event will be certain, which Event is 
no other then ‘the true Myftery.

the fubftance of which is, that all 
Metalls, and Fodies of Metalline Princi> 
ples, may be reduced to their firft. Mercu- 
yial Matter; And this is the main and 
chief ground for the poflibility of Tranf- 
mutation. On this we mutt infift largly 
and fully, for (truft me) this is the very 

hinge on which our fecrets hang.

Firft, Then know that all Metalls, and 
feveral Minerals have Mercury for their 
next matter, to which (for the moft part, 
nay indeed always) there adheres, and 
is Con-coagulated an external Sulphur, 
which is not Metalline, but diftinguith- 
able from the internal Kernel of the Mer- 
Cury. : 

This’ Ss/phur is not wanting even in 
common Argent Vive, by the Mediation 
of which, it may be precipitated into 
the form of a drie Powder : Yea, and 
by a Liquor well known to us, (though 
nothing helping the Art of ‘Tranfmuta- 
tion) it may be fo fixed, that it may en- 
dure all Fires, the Teftand Coppel, and 
this without the addition of any thing 
to it, but the Liquor (by virtue where- 
of it is fixed) coming away intire, both 
in its Pexdys and Virtue. This Sulphur 
in Gold and Silver is pure, in the other 
Metalls lefs pure; Therefore in Gold and 
Silver it is fixed, in others it is fugitive; 
jn all the Metalls it is coagulated, im 
Mercury or Argent Vive, it is coagulable, 
in Gold, Silver and Mercury, this Sulphur 
ss fo {trongly united, that the Antients did 

ever 
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ever judge Sw/phur and Mercury, to be all 
one; but we by the help ofa Liquor, the 
Invention of which in thefé parts of the 
world we owe to Paracelfys, ( though 
among the Moors and Arabians, it hath 
been, and is (at this day) commonly 
known to the: acuter fort of Chymifts.) 
By this] fay, we know that the Swi 
phar which isin Mercury coagulable, and 
in. the Metals coagulated, is external to 
the Internal nature of Mercury, and may 
may be feparated in the form ofa tincted 
Metallick Oyl, theremaining Mercury be- 
ing then void of all Sulphur, fave that 
which may be:called its Inward or Cen- 
tral Su/phur,and is now incoagulable of it 
felf, (though by our Fiix7r it is to be co- 
agulated)) but of it felf, ' it can neither 
be fixt nor precipitated,nor fublimed, but 
remains un-altered in all corrofive wa- 


ters, and in all digeftions of heat. One

ted withit, and by this means the Afers 
curial parts are disjoyned , and the /r- 
gent vive is by fire feparated.

is, more eftranged from a Metallick na- 
ture than it was before; for in its Com- 
pofition that Sw#lphur of Saturz will not 
' burn, but though it be Sublimed, Calci- 
nated, made Sugar or Vitrified, yet by 
Fire and Fluxes 1t {till returns to the fame 
it was in before; butits S#/phur being 
(as is aforefaid,) feparated, will take fire 
if joyned with Salt-peter, even as com- 
mon S#lphur doth, fo that the Salts a& on 
the Sxlphur of which they rob the Mer- 
cury, but on the Mercury they act not for 
want of Ferment, which is not to be 
found , but only among{t Homogeneal 
things. Therefore the Ferment of Bread 
Leavens not a Stone, nor doth the Fer- 
ment of any Animal or Vegetable, Fer- 
ment a Metal or Mineral. So then,though 
out of Gold thou mighteft obtain a Mer- 
cury by the help of the Liquor of the 
firft Exs of Salt, yet that Mercury would 
never accomplifh our work : whereas on 
the other fide Mercury made out of Gold 
by our Mercury, though there be three 
parts of our Mercury to one of be :

powerful, which is prepared by Mercury:

Thefe two Sziphurs as they are Prins 
ciples of our. Work , they ought to be 
Homogeneal, for it is only Gold Spiritual 
that we feek : 5 Firft White; then Red, 
which Gold is no other then that which 
the vulgar fee , but they know not the 
hidden Spirit that isin it. This Principle 
wants nothing but compofition, and this 
compofition muft be made with our other 
crude white Sulphur, which is nothing 
but Mercury vulgar, by frequent cohoba- 
tion of it upon our Hermaphroditical bo- 
dy, fo long till 1t become a fiery water. 

Know therefore, that Mercury hath 
in itfelf a Sulphur, which being un-active, 
our Art is to multiply in it a living active 
Slphur, which comes out of the loins of 
our Hermaphroditieal body. whofe Fa- 
ther is a Metal, and his Mother a Mines 
ral; Take then the moft beloved Daugh- 
ter of Saturz, whole Arms are a. Circle Ar- 
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gent, and onita Sable Crofs on a Black: 


Field , which. is the fignal note of the 
great world, efpoufe her to the moft war- 
jike God, who dwells in the houfe of 4- 
ries, and thou fhalt find the Salt of Na- 
ture, with this Salt acuate thy water, as 
thou beft knoweft, and thou fhalt have 
the Lunary. bath in which the Sun will 
be amended. 

And in:all truth J affure thee, that al- 
though thou hadft our Body Mercuriali- 
zed (without the addition of Mercury, 
or of the Mercury of any of the Metals) 
made per fe, that is, without the addition 
of Mercury,. it would not be in the leaft 
profitable unto thee, forit is our Mercury 
only, which hath a Celeftial form and 
power, which it receives, not only, nor 
fo much from the Compound Body or 
Principles, as from the Fermental virtue 
which proceeds from the compofition of 
both the Body and the Mercury, by which 
is produced:a wonderful Creature : So 
then let all thy care be to marry Sulphur 
with Sulphur, that is our Mercury which 
is impregnated, which Sulphur mult be 
efpoufed with our So/, then haft thou two

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22: Aa Expofition upon 
Sulphurs married, and two Mercuries of 
one off-(pring, whofe Father is the Sun, 
and Moon the Mother. 
The Fourth Conclufion makes all pers 
fely plain which hath been faid before 5 
namely, that thefe two Sulphurs are, the 
one moft pure Red Sulphur of Gold , and 
the other of moft pure clean. White Mer- 
Cury. 
| Thefe are our two Sulphurss: the one 
appears a coagulated Body, & yet carries 
its Mercury in its belly : the other is in 
all its proportions true Mercury, yet very 
clean, and carries its Sulphur ‘within its 
felf, though hidden under the-form and 
fluxibility of Afercury. 
Sophitters are (here) ina Labyrinth) 
for becaufe they-are not acquainted with; 
Metalline love, they work in things al- 
together heterogeneal; 5 or if they work 
upon Metalline Bodies, they yet either 
joyn Males with Males, or elfe Females 
with Females, or elfe they work on each 
alone; or elfe they take Males which are 
charged with natural inabilities, and Fe- 
males whole Matrix is vitiated.

| know many pitiful Sophifters do dote 
on many Stones, Vegetable, Animal, and 
Mineral; and {ome to thofe.add the fiery 
Angelical, Paradaical Stone, which they 
calla Wonder-working Eflence; and 
becaufe the mark they aim at 1s fo great, 
the ways alfo by which they would attain 
their (cope, they make alfo agreeable, 
that isa double way; One way they call 
Via Humida, the other they call Vie Sic- 
ea, (to ufe their languages:). The latter: 
way is the Labyrinthian path, which is 
fit only for the great ones of the earth to 
tread in; the other the Dedalean Path, 
an eafie way of {mall coft for the poor of 
the world to enterprize. 

But this! know, and can teftifie, that 
there is but One way, and but only one 
Regimen, No more colours than ours 5 
and what we fay or write otherwile, is 
but to deceive the unwary: For if every 
thing in the world ought to have its pro- 


per caufes, there cannot be any one end 
| which 
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which is produced from two Wayes of 
working on diftin@ Principles. 
Therefore we proteft, and muft again 
admonifh the Reader, that (in our for- 
mer writings) we have concealed much, 
by reafon of the two ways we have infi- 
nuated, which we will briefly touch ;

In 
this Fire there is no Sublimation, for Sub- 
limation is an Exaltation; But this Fire 
is fach an Exaltation, that it is Perfecti- 
on it felf, and that beyond it 1s no pro- 
grefs. 

All our Work then is only to multiply 
this Fire, that is, to circulate the Body, 
fo long until the Virtue of the Sw/phur 
be augmented. Again, this Fire is an in- 
vifible Spirit, and therefore not having 
Dimenfions as neither above nor, below, 
but every where in the Sphere of the 
a@ivity of our Matter in the Vellel; So 
that though the material vifible fubftance 
do fublime and afcend by the adtion of 
the Elemental heat, yet this Spiritual 
Virtue is always as well in that which 
fubfides in the bottom, as inthat which 
is in the upper part of the Veflel.. For 
it is as the Soul in the Body of Man, 
which isevery where at the fame time, 
and yet bounded or terminated in none. 


This 
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This is the Ground of one Sophifin of 
ours, (viz) when we fay, that in this 
true Philofophical Fire there is no Subli- 
mation; for theFire is the Life, and the 
Life is a Soul, which is not at all fubject 
to the dimenfions of Bodies : Hence alfo 
it is, that the opening of the Glafs, or 
cooling of the fame during the time of 
Working, kills the Life or Fire that is in 
this fecret Su/phur, and yet not one Grain 
of the matter is loft. The Elemental Fire 
then is that which any Child knows how 
to kindle and govern, but it is the Phi- 
Jofopher only that is able to difcern the 
true inward Fire, for it is a wonderful 
thing which atts in the Body, yet is no 
part of the Body. Therefore the Fire is 
a Coeleftial Virtue, it is uniformed; that

Then you muft proyide a Glafs Tun , 
in which you may perfect your work,

You muft then provide your felf with 
aFurnace, by wife mencalled an Atha- 
nor, in which you may accomplifh your 
work; nor will any one ferve in your 
firft work; But fucha one in which you 
may give a heat obfcurely red at your 
pleafure, or leffer, and that in its higheft 
degree of heat, it may endure twelve 
hours at the leaft.

Fifthly, Let the top of your Furnace 
be clofed to an hole which may but juft 
ferve for cafting in of Coals about three 
Inches Diameter or Square, which will 
Keep down the heat powerfully.

Thefe things thus ordered, fet in your 
Glafs with your matter, and give Fire as. 
Nature requires, eafie, not too violent 5 
beginning there where Nature left. Now 
know,. that Nature hath left your Mate- 
rials in the Mineral Kingdom ; therefore 
though we take comparifon from Vege- 
tables and Animals; Yet you muft under- 
ftand a Parallel in the Kingdom, in which 
the Subje& you would handle is placed: 
As for Inftance, if I fhould Analogize, 
between the Generation of a Man, and 
the Vegetation of a Vegetable, you mutt 
not underftand , as though the heat for 
one, were to be meafured by the other; 
for we know, that in the ground Vege- 
tables will grow, which is not without 
heat, which they in the Earth feel, even 
jn the beginning of the Spring; yet 
would not anEgg be hatched in that 
heat, nor could aman feel any warmth, 
but rather to him a numbing cold. 

Since then you know that your work 
appertains al) to the Mineral Kingdom; 
you muft know what heat is fit for Mi-

So 
then from the degree of heat that will 
keep Lead or Tin conftantly molten, and 
higher, fohigh as the Glafs will endure 
without danger of breaking, is a tempe~ 
rate heat; and fo you begin your de- 
grees of heat according to the Kingdom 
in which Nature hath left you. 

As then the higheft degree of heat 
which the root of a Tree feels in the 
bowels of the Earth; 1s not by far com- 
parable to the lowelt degree of heat an 


Animal hath; So the higheft degree of 


heat a Vegetable will endure without 
burning, 1s too low for the firft degree 
of Mineral heat as to our Work. ,

Buihes, others to thick Woods, and in 
thefe Woods, faith Lambfprint, there is 
a Beaft all over black. I confefs there is 
4 fimilitude between our Germination, 
and all thefe ; others, becaufe of the 
Humidity of the Compound, which is 
ever and anon returning by drops, have 
likened it to a moorith low Bog, in which. 
Ruthes grow, and Toads keep; others 
have called it their Coral, which is ine. 
deed the fitteft comparifon, for in our 
Tree there are Shoots and Sprigs, with- 
out any thing that may be properly 
likened to Leaves: as then Coral is an 
union of a Vegetable and a Stony na- 
ture, {0 is it in our Tree, ( for Stones, 
and Minerals are of one Compofition Jour 
Tree is Metalline, and yet through the

aly. Coral grows under the water, where 
one would think no Vegetable could 
grow ; ours alfo grows in a heat in which 
no Vegetable but it felf can grow. 
3ly. Coral hath many Sprigs and Bran- 
ches without Leaves; {0 is our Tree. 
4ly Coral as it is under_water hath 2 
moft exquifite biting taft, which in the 
Air it quickly lofeth ; fo our Stone, or 
Tree Metaline, in its place is of a pon- 
tique Fiery nature, but taken out, it in 
a {hort {pace lofeth. the {ame irrecovera- 
bly.

Tree no more moifture ; then ‘hall the

trary operation, for it makes the Body 
active, and Spirit paflive: fo then Calci- 
nation hides the profundity of the Body, 
Which Solution difcovereth. It is then 
nothing elfe but a boiling of hard and 
dry Bodies in our Mercury, in a conve- 
nient Fire, fo long till they be diffolved 
and made thin; then the fame Fire makes 
them fly, aiid flying they condenfe and 
return in drops on the Body, and moiften 
it: This is Solution and Sublimation to- 
gether, for the Water circulating upon 
the Body, doth foften it, and by often 
returning doth at length bring it to its 
own nature of moifture.

boil, fo long till the moifture be termina- 
ted by the Body into an impalpable are 

er, 
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der, as naturally as Runnit doth curdle 
Milk into Cheefet This total redu@tion 
into Atoms, is the perfection of Putre- 
faction, in blacknefs moft black, and it 
begins before the 5ct day, and endeth 
before or about the got day, in variable 
colours. 


Then have thy Bodies their Sirst form lot, 
And others been indued tmmediately,

Not knowing the fecrets of ony Philofophy. 


Ti thou haft a Body, not fuch a 
one as thou putteft in, but Herma- 
phroditical, which yet hath but one form, 
Nor is it the fame form it had, though 
am accidental imperfect one in the fame 
kind 5 which imperfeé form is not to be 
delpifed, for thefe Athes aré the Tomb of 
our King. Honour then the Sepulchre of 
him and of his Queen, if ever thou expect 
to fee them returning from the Eaft in 
power and great glory. Never grutch 
it then that thou haft deftroyed thy 
Gold, for he that thus deftroys it, lofeth 
O Ae 
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it not, but foweth good Seed in good 


Earth , from whence he fhall receive it 
with an hundred-fold increafe.: when as 
he that faveth his Gold in this Work, lo- 
feth his labour, and is deceived for lack 
of true underftanding, when as he under- 
takes this Work without the true know- 
ledge of its caufes.

abouts : Then know which mutt be your 
next progrefs, for Calcination is but a 
term put on our Work by Authors, and 
it reacheth to the end of Putrefaction, 
our firft Calcination. I told you before, 
that all our Work was compleat in three 
Circu- 
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Circulations, and every Circulation had 
three periods; fo now I tell. you, that 
thefe three periods are Altitude, Latitude 
and Profundity : Altitude and Profun- 
dity being united, make Latitude, and fo 
our Wheel is turned round: the Profun- 
dity is the Water below, the Altitude is 
Vapour or Waters above, and the union 
of thefe two is in a Calx, whichis Lati- 
tide; which is done by Liquefaction, 
Sublimation and Calcination : Liquefacti- 
on diflolves and confounds, Sublimation 
volatizeth, feparates and wafheth, and 
Calcination unites and fixeth.

Be not therefore immoderate‘in go-' 
verning ;\-and for better fecurity, let not’ 
your Glafs. neck be under’ a {pan ‘in 
length, but'as much longer’as ‘you fhall” 
fee good ; the longer for a Zyro,' the bet- 
ter he fhall work, and with the more fe- 
curity.

Therefore. when thou fetteft, in; thy 
Ege in thy Neft, take heed. of meddling 
with it until the Maftery.be attain‘d, but 
with a Wyre, or fome fuch thing, or with 
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a hole in thy Cover, ftay the neck of 
thy Glafs from jogging this way or that, 
which otherwife it will be very fub- 
ject to. 

Thus have I briefly run through this 
fecond Gate of Diffolution, which is in- 
deed one with Calcination and Separa- 
tion; for by a conftant Sublimation} is 
made a Solution of the Body, and at 
length a Congelation of Spirits, for they 
by oft afcending, come to that pafs that 
they will afcend no more, but remain 
at the bottom of the Veflel together, 
which is Conjun@ion : in which Con- 
junction they {well, bubble and boil, 
till they calcine and putrefie. The black 
Earth, impalpable like Atoms of the Sun, 
being the higheft degree of Putrefacti- 
on:'and this is a fecret not foclearly dif- 
covered by any before.

But in our Separation Nature doth not blin,

Aving now run through two of the 

& twelve Gates, I am come to the 
third, which is Separation, which begins 
{o {oon as the Matters have been fo long 
circulated, as to begin to hold one of 
another. ThisOperation the Ancient Sa- 
ges have denominated Divifion of Ele- 
ments, which afterwards they fay’ muft 
be joyned with a perpetual union. This 
Sepa- 
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Separation is by, others called Extradti- 
on of Natures, and the parts feparated 
are compared :to two Dragons, the 
one winged, and the other without 
wings. 

Artephius , who for Age and Candor 
was next to Hermes the moft eminent, 
calls this Separation the Key of the 
Work, which according to him isa Sub- 
jimation in .a continual Vapour, that 
what is Heavenly and fubtile, may afcend 
aloft; that is, to the upper part of the 
Veflel, and there take the nature of a 
Body Heavenly, or Spirit 5 and what is 
gro{fs may remain below, in the nature 
of a Body Earthly, which is the end of 
our Mattery, to bring the Bodies which 
are compact and dry, to become a Spi- 
ritual fume, which 1s only to be done 
by Sublimation, and Divifion or Sepa- 
ration. 

So then our Separation is not to be 
underftoed, as many foolifh Alchymifts 
do interpret it, who have their Elements 
of which they boaft much, which are in- 
deed manual, done by handy-work, the 
Glafs being removed, altered or renewed 
every 
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every time. Nor are otit Separations 
made by filter, or per tritorim, a8 many 
imagine, who know not ‘the nature of 
our Work, and therefore run into fuch 
foolifh fancies. . 

Nature then in our Work doth all in 
all, who as a curious Artificer maketh no 
confufed mixtures, but firft of all caufeth 
the moifture to afcend, which becaufe it 
cannot get out, it doth tkeréfore con- 
denfe in drops, and deftends fo long till 
at length it begin to be acuated from 
the Body, which is below 5 for naturally 
all homogeneal moifture, cohobated of 
a bodily fubftance ; with which it hath 
affinity, is acuated by it. Gold then is a 
Body in which the active qualities of 
heat and drinefs, are more than in the 
Mercury, and the Mercury being cohoba- 
ted on it, begins to be a little more Fiery 
or hot, and then the Exhalations are 
more Aérial, which before were more 
Watry, and by continued Cohobation 
the Water partakes yet more and more 
of the Solary nature, until at length this 
heat or Swlphar impregnating the Mer- 
cury, caufe it to congeal into a new Body

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or quinteffence, whichis. after thé cor-

This white Argent vive, .or “Mercury 
animated, which appears after blacknefs, 
fhall then totally cgngeal, and fhall be 
then Fire, whofe Nurfe isthe Earth 3 
then haft thou the four Elements, that is, 
cohobated thy ‘Natures: to the higheft 
degree of perfection of the white Stone, 
then canft thou go no further, but go 
back and turn the fame Wheel till thou 
haft attained the red Stone. . Thus haft 
thou the.true Principles and Operation 
of our great Llixirs both red. and 
white, whichif thou once:haft, thou haft 
Riches enough, and needeft no more in 
this life. 

This, if no more were fatd of this 
point, might be enough to fhew thee the 
truth of our true Separation : yet becaufe 
Philofophers have {poken much of it, and 
indeed it is all the work. to caufe afcen-

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fion and defcenfion of our true Water on 


our true Body, fo long till by the Water 
the Body be volatized, and after that by 
the Body the Water fixed 5 and till that 
be brought to pafs, there will come and 
go the four Qualities in their feafon, and 
will caufe change of colours fuitable ta 
their ftation, pleafant tothe Philofopher 
to behold.

Hefe Philofophical Operations fome 
4. have had the fancy to compare with 
fome paflages of Scripture, but I had ra- 
ther bound Philofophy within its own 
Pale, and not allegorize the Holy Scrip- 
ture thereto, where Philofophy is not 
underftood there. 
To the thing in hand; by continual 
decoction our Work will fhew, as in Cir- 
culation, 
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culation, a real change of the afcending 
Humidity ; the firft will be white, and fo 
continue a long time,’ which «1s-called 
Water or Phiegm, and after it the Water 
will be coloured, and. aféend foon the 
fides of the Veflel, which is ‘called Oy}; 
and this Oy! is not combuftible, for 1 ‘ts 
the true Sulphur of Gold, and. therefore 
as permanent as the Mercarys © 

Yet be not miftaken, nor donotima- 
gine that becaufe we {peak of incombu- 
ie Oyl, that our Work is to be per* 
formed with the Fire of a Wind, Oven, 
or of Bellows, (as fome foolifhly ima- 
gine ) to burn up what is combuttible, 
until the very incombuftible Oy! be left, 
for all our volatile fubje& is turned into 
incombuftible fixity , with a moderate 
decoétion in our fecret Athanor, whole 
heat in its higkeft vigoration'is but very 
— ob{curely red, hardly perceptible, and in 
its loweft degree isnot full half fo ftrong, 
or half at the moft.

a: is a-heat which is friendly to th 

Bodies, for it caufeth’ the Spirit to 
afcend, and yet fuffers it to-return, and 
by reafon of its afcending and retutning, 
the! “Matter. below  ftands continually 
moilt, and boileth with a perpetual mo- 
tion and exhalation, which aféends and 
returns. day and night every hour and 
minute without intermifffon. 

This moift Air, or liquid form at bot- 
tom, with Ebullition and fending forth 
a {piritual {moak or Vapour,.( in which; 
faith Artephivs, the whole Maitery con- 
fifts) continues about fix weeks, or there- 
abouts, and then: the boiling will turn 
to a Pitchy {welling, and puffing up like 
Leavened 
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Leavéned Dough }' and from anid time 
the Compound fhall grow dryer and 
dryet, coming at’ length to. Pitch-black 
Atoms, or Powder impalpable, and the 
fumes fhall ceale for fix weeks. ». 

Be patient therefore in. deco@ion, and 
wait with a great deal of confidence, un- 
til thou feeft thy Water , which, at “firtt 
afcends white and flegmatick , to begin 
to change colour, and the Exhalations to 
arife difcoloured within the Glafs. Then 
continue your decoction tll the ‘Cloud 
which is'conceived be brought forth: for 
inthis Operation be fire that ‘the Seeds 
begin to mingle, and. will give you a 
fign of the beginning of the ConjuriCtion 
of Natures, and’ that is the gilding of 
the Glafs about the fides within the Con- 
cave, as if it were over{pread with leaves 
of pure Gold. ; 

Continue ftill your decoction, till the 
Earth’ at the bottom begin to appear, 
and the moi{ture of the Compound be- 
in to’ be terminated in Drinefs, in colour 

Black, which is # {ure ‘fign of your right 
progrefy, and without which you can ne- 
ver attain the Maftery. 

Remem- 
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Remember that in this Calcination 
thou haft a portion of Water in the up- 
per part of thy Veficl, which did not de- 
(cend 5 and in the time of the ceafing of 
the fumes, the Body grows very dry, 
even to Calcination, which when it is in- 
tirely perfected, the Water is as it were 
by a Magnetical virtue drawn down, and 
then follows a fecond Liquefaction. 


Separation, thus musk thon oftentimes ttake,

Lhe other part is fhiritual and flying, 

But thon muft turi thew all into one thing. 


But to return to our Work of Subli- 
mation, which is as was touched be- 
fore, the Key of the whole Work, by 
which Separation is made uncefflantly 
each day and hour. 

Thus are the Waters divided from the 
Waters, that is, the Waters above from 
them which are below; for part of the 
Water afcends up like a fume, and con- 
geals 


geals and runs down the fides of the 
Glafi'in drops like veins, and part re- 
mains {till below with: the Body, and 
with it boils vifibly , and that uncef- 
{antly. 

By this Work thou haft the fubtle or 
thin parts of the Body, and the thin parts 
of the Water ,afcend and mingles; and 


the grofs part of the Body, and the grofs _ 


part of the Water, mixt below, the one 
by fubliming together, and the other by 
boiling together : thus is thy Body be- 
low compounded of two even the moft 
fixed parts of So/, with the groffer parts 
of Zunzaria; and thy Water of two parts, 
the Soul of Sol, and the Spirit of Luzaria, 
which is the true myltical ground of 
Fixation. 

Thus by fubliming in a continual Va- 
pour whatever is Spiritual and Heaven- 
ly, both inthe Water and in the Body 
lightly afcending, and in the upper part 
of the Glafs taking the nature of a Spirit, 
what is more grof$, earthy and corpo- 
| real, will in the bottom take the nature 
| - of a Body, whofe colour, the Soul being 
| feparated, will be as Black as Pitch. : 
This 
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This Body is a, middle fabftance’ be- 

tween the Body and the Water, a ZcSizs, 

anew Bod y, or Adamica terra, a medium 


between fixed and not fixed; yt 1s not fo 


fixed as to be equal to So/, nor yet fo 
volatile as the Mercury, but it 1s fuffi- 
ciently fixed to endure a’ Fire requifite 
for this Work, and to fuffer‘all the pain 
and woe of this ‘our Purgatory, in which 
it abides fix weeks without fumes or 

vapour. : | 
But as for-the Spirit, that is a tender 
thing, nor is it able to endure the Fire, 
but flys from it, and abides in’ the upper- 
moft part of the Glafs; only fo long: as 
the fumes arife, the afcending do {tll 
meet with them which are above, till at 
laft making over great drops, they fall 
down; and when the fumes ceafe, as 
much of the Spirit’ as the Concave of the 
GlafS will hold without running down, 
{tays above until intire Calcination be 
perfected, and then they are drawn down 
by a Magnetical virtue: So that here is 
all the myftery of the proportion of the 
Glafs to the Matter, namely, 'that 1t bé fo 
big, and no bigger, as in its Concave 
will

will hold’ up''a ‘competent’ quantity of 
Water ,’ ( after Calcmation to water the 
dry pores) while the Body below rots 
into Atoms: |

N this fecond Circulation, which is 

after Conjunction, there fhall be no 
more the Body below and the Spirit 
above, but all {hall be one, and the Body 
which is the Sulphur, fhall always follow 
the Spirit’ on the Fire wherever it flys. 
The 
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The occafional caufe of all this, is our 
Girt Water, which though vile, is.there- 
fore to be much valued, for it is very pre- 
cious; through the virtue of which it 
comes to pals, that our Earth yields a 
Water,.and caufeth it to fly with the 
Spirit aloft, and is the Soul of our Sol, 
which at length doth allure the faid Spr- 
rit and Body to union, which elfe would 
never be : and then the Body beyond 
its own nature. is lifted up, moving un- 
ceflantly with the Spirit and Soul upon 
the Fire, for all now are made one infe- 
parably ; and _ this. 1s called the fealing 
the Mother inthe belly of the Infant which 
fhe bore., that is,.the Earth below is fo 
united to. the Water that arofe from it, 
that in this Operation after, this true 
Conjunction, they. are never more di- 
vided, but are together fubkimed , and 
defeend continually, moving and alter- 
ing continually until perfect Comple- 
ment. 


Now. for as much as all the, Maftery 


confifts in Vapour, which are called the 
great Winds, which, are in the Veffel at 


the forming of this our, Abrio, there- 
fore 
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fore great care mutt be had ‘left the Spi- 
rits exhale. Which they will do, with- 
out the Glafs have a {trong guard for 
firft, they are fubtle 5 nor that only, but 
afcend with a great impetus, by reafon 
of our Fire, which muft caufe the ixferio- 
ra ebullire & moveri continud, & infe- 
riora circulari, quolibet meomtento; and 
thirdly, in Putrefadtion the Body and 
Spirits have a moft fubtle odour, which 
alfo muftbe retained. 

For preventing of all, thow halt have 
thy Stopple as firm as any part of thy 
Glafs, which let it be ftrong, as is faid, 
and "the neck long and ftrong , and let 
the neck be melted up with a Lamp, or 


with Coals, and clofed well without much. 


wringing, which makes the Glafs brit- 
tle; but being nipt up, and after that 
{taying in the fame heat, turning it to 
and fro in the clear heat, the Gla will 
come to as exactly clofé and fmooth a fz- 
perficies, as inany other place. 

This is the true and fare way which 
Philofophers have fecured their Glaffes 
by. Let it cool by degrees, and be very 


‘wary that it get no crack in cooling,

This I fay, that it muft firft be coho- 
bated in a very wonderful way, (for it 
is fuch a Cohobation that hath not its 
like in the World’) and for fevera] times, 
to a determinate number, and after it 
may and ought to be diftilled per /, with- 
out addition, again and again, that thou 
mayft have the Water clean from any. 
Hxotical mixture, 

When it afcends like to the Pearled 
dew, thou mayft then know that it is 


futhciently pure, which is not till all the’ 


filthinefs be ca{t from the centre, and 
wath’d trom the fuperficies: Thy Water 
then hath fo excellent a Pontick faculty, 
that it will diflolve Yupiter, Saturn, or 
Venus, into Mercury and Sulphur 5 for it 
commands Metals as their true Water 
Mineral, which no Mercury in the World 
is, but our Mercury, nor can be, for Rea- 
fons known to the Adepti, which if I 
fhould give, there would be none almoft 
fo ftupid but would eafily apprehend 
them, for they are moft demonftrable. 
This only I at prefént fay of this Mercury, 

Q. that 
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that it is the Mother of Metals, and there- 

fore hath power to reduce them, by di- 

viding their principles of Sulphur and. 
Mercury, but we count it a lofs to im- 

ploy our Mercury to fuch fordid ufes, for 

we {poil the gaodnefs of it hereby. Gold 

only is drowned in it, that is, it is redu- 
ced without divifion of parts; but though 

the Sulphur and Mercury be for atime di- 

ftin&, yet they will joyn with the Wa- 
ter, and together, and fo remain perpe- 
tually which other Metals in their diflo- 

lution will not, for their Sw/phers being 

not perfect, are rejected to the {uperfictes, 

and never arereceived to union again, for 

they are Heterogencous. 


Diflill it therefore till it be clean, 

And thin like W ater as it fhould be, 

Like Feaven.in colour bright and fheene, 
Keeping both figure and pouderofity : 
There with did Hermes moisten his Tree, 
Ju his Glafs that he made it to. grow.upright, 
With Flowers difcoloured beautiful. to fight. 


S° then to return to what we digref- 
fed a little from, thy Water mult be 
) 
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fo long diftilled, until.itsbe very clean’; 
for this, faith the Philofopher, is: thy: firft 
work, to make cleanithy Mercury, and 
then into clean Mercury to put clean Bo- 
dies, for who can expec a pure Genera- 
tion from that which is unclean ? ! 

The next property, of thy Water ‘is, 
that it muft be thin, even-as thin as any 
other Mercury 3 for if the.exterhal pro- 


portion be.corrupted, it is an evident fign 


that rhe inward nature is confufed. 

It muft alfo be of avery bright co- 
our, even like to fine burnifhed Silvex, 
as faith 4rtephivs. Hence faith a certain 
Philofopher , that our Water-to fight. is 
like to a Coeleftial Body. at 

Our Water mult not ibe reduced into 
any jimpid Diaphanous.liquor, as fome 


fondly imagine, and as I my felfiin my 


time of errours did conceit, but it muft 
Kecp its Mercurial form pure and. incor- 
rupted. It is alfo very ponderous, fo pon- 
derous that it is fomewhat more weighty 
then any other Mercury in the World. 
This.is the only one Mercury, and there 
is none in the whole World befides it 
which can. do our Work : with this 
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‘Hermes did moiften his Body, and made 


it tovrot and putrefie. 

By means of this Water the Body hall 
be: brought ito: have a vegetative Soul, 
for-it ‘will fhoot forth as with Sprigs, and 
Leaves, ‘and Branches, and after it will 
réfolve into Powder like Atoms, 

“In the time of this -procefs many co- 
Jours ‘fhall:come and go, tife and fet, 
which will be'a pleafant fpe@acle to the 
beholder, and fhorten the time won- 


derfully, which elf would fem very 
tedious.

day Water is by Philofophers called 

their Venom, and indeed it isa very 
{trong poifon, to wit, to the Body of Sol, 
to: which it is mixed: but what it is to 
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the Body of Man, I never tried my felf, 
nor gave it to another, nor,do IJ believe 
did any of they. But as concerning the 
Medicine that ts made by it, and out of 
it, it is certain, that of all Medicines in 
the World it is the higheft, for it is the 
true Arbor vite, which doth anfwer the 
univerfal. defires of them who have, it in 
this kind ; for befides its virtue Cura- 
tive, which it.hath in a wonderful mira- 
culous Way, it can penetrate even to our 
Conititutive principles, which no other 
Mineral Medicine can do. Though Pa- 
racelfys glory much of his Rezevantia 
Restaurantia, (which we have known, 

as being Mafters of his fecret Alcaheft, 
of which if I live I will write a particu- 
lar Treatife ) yet itis not his Hewatina, 
nor yet his Arcana, nor his Hiixiria, nor 
his F/fentie, nor any of his fecrets, which 
are furely noble Medicines, that can 
reach the root of Life, which this can 
and will; forit performs al] , only it can- 
not prevail again{t the appointment of 
God, otherwife were it not for that de- 

cree it could really keep a man. immorr 

tal, for 1t.renews Youth, retards Age, 
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dnd reftores to moft exquifite and com- 
pleat health; ericreaféth ftrength won- 
derfully 5 yea it will not only renew Hair 
to thofé from whom it is fallen, but it 
will change the hoary head nto a ' youth- 
ful colour, which will not grow hoary 
again for many years, nor ever, if the 
ufe of 1t were fully known, and it were 
ufed as it ought to be. 

Hereupon in refpect of its wonderful 
virtue, after i¢ is made into Medicine, 
Philofophers have by Analogy conclu- 
‘ded, that it was before the greateft poi- 
fon, for they have a Maxim (ex fumino 
veneno, fumua Medicina ) which as1 do 
not always hold true, fo I fhall not here 
difpute. But he who thinks, becaufé Phi- 
lofophers fay it is (uch a deadly poifon, 
that it is to be bought at the Apotheca- 
ries, or Drugeifts, he is miftaken 5 for as 
it is firft bought, I confefs it is very ve- 
nomous, but this malignity I conceive 
and know is fully taken away, before it 
become the Philofophers Mercury. 

But whatever it be in its Grudity, Iam 
fure it is not fo in its Perfection, for he 
who fhall take of it then, fhall be fo far 

from 
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from receiving any damage by it, that 
he fhall find it to be a foveraign Medi- 
cine, which hath not its like in the whole 
Univerfe. 


For then as is the Triacle true, 

And in its working doth marvels fhew, 
Restoring many fron death to life 5 
But fee thou mingle it with no Corrofive, 
Put choofe it pure and quick running, 
Tf thou thereby wilt have winuing. 


T is not the Triacle of Galen, nor yet 
of Lippocrates, (which yet if right 
made are of great efficacy) that can com- 
pare to it; for firft, it kills all the venom 
of any difeafe or malady, fo that thole 
difeafes which do aftonifh the beholders, 
are by this overcome even ad muiracu- 
lum: for fappofe a man dying with the 
Tokens of the Plague, fo that he 1s upon 
the very point of departure, (and the 
decree be not paft, for then there 1s no 
recovery ) ifhe have but a drop of this 
Elixir poured down, fo that he fwallow 
it, he fhall immediately recover, and in 
{hort time he will be reftored to his for- 
Q4 mer

mer health: Now thar it doth immedi- 
ately reach the root of Life, I fhall de- 
monttrate: Suppofe one with a very lan- 
guifhing difeafe be confumed to nothing 
in comparifon, and for want of Spirits be 
jut going out of the World, fo the de- 
cree be not paift, if he have but ftrength 
* even in the Agony of death, but totake 
a drop of this Elixir, he will recover aad 
revive, and in a few days in comparifon 
will be doubly ftronger then ever he was 
before. Suppofe one of a very weak 
Conftitution, and fickly, and every day 
ill, feeble all over, if he take of this 
Elixir, 1 will in a (hort time alter his 
Conftitution fundamentally, fo that he 
fhall be far ftronger then any other man 
ordinarily is. 

A noble Philofopher (though I {earce 
believe him to be an Adeptys of the 
Stone ) hath wrote of late a {mall Trea- 
tife of Fevers, the Fithiafis, and the Pe- 
frilence, and there he (aith in one of his 
Trattates, That the lofs of {trength which 
is made by Vencry and Bloud-letting, is 
wholly irrecoverable. It is true, and [| 
verily belieye that he had Medicines very 

noble, 
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noble, and it is pity but he had 'this'fe 
ceret to preferve his old’ age, for-I feris! 
oully profefs, that of <all the ‘Trattates 
that ever I read, they. are the moft’Phi- 
lofophical:; but by this expreffion it is 


evident, that he ‘was ‘ignorant Ps this 


{ecret. 

For. although by Venery, or .a 7zbes, 
er Bleeding, or by any other:way a man 
be debilitated, he may be reftored by this: 
Elixir, vot only to perfect health, but 
alfo to {uch a meafure of ftrength which 
he never had before. Yea and a man or 
woman who is born to hereditary weak- 
nefs, may be changed into a more then 
ordinary ftrength by the ufe of our Me- 
dicine : or a man who by labour, fick- 
nefs and years, is come to the Graves: 
mouth, even to drop in it, may by ufe 
hereof be reftored his hair, his teeth; and! 
his ftrength, fa that he (hall be of greater 
agility then in his youth, and of greater 
{trength, and may live many years, pro- 
vided the period of the Almighties de- 
eree be not come. 

For Minerals are of all Sublunary Boo! 
dies the mott perfect, and the beft part of 
them 
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them are Metals, which when they are 
perfect, defend. themfelves from all fear 
of corruption perpetually. Now the 
Spirit of the Metal when it is exalted 
to a millenary perfedction, it tingeth all 
Metals imperfect to an incorruptible pu- 
‘rity ; but then this Spirit muft be made 
a. Body, according to the faying of 
Hermes, Vis ejus eft integra fi verfa fuerit 
77. terram. 

But this tranfcendent Tincture may be 
diffolved into an Oyl, or rather a pure 
Liquor, which then is not proper for 
Metals, but is only Medicinal; for it fs 
of the nature of Light, and therefore it 
doth as readily concur with our formal 
vital principle, as one flame will enter 
another. 

Yea and beyond this, it may be exal- 
ted beyond the nature of man, yea and 
of any tangible Body, to become a moft 
radiant perpetual Light, which I have 
feen, though not my {elf actually made. 
All this is done by the Divine virtue of 
our Water, which is to be prepared, as 
is (aid, by Gohobation and Diftillation, 
for our Water is a living Water, and 

not 


riot ‘cotrofive, as many do mif-interptet 
our Books. ig fo 

Thefe therare the circumftantial qua- 
lites of our Water, it is pure, clean, and 
very bright, itis quick, and very fluent, 
without Humeation 5 it is the only pro- 
firable fubject that we can choofe for 
this Art, and whatever can be taker in 
hand in the World befides this, is but 
fallacious. 


Tt is a marvellous. thing in kind, 

And without it can nothing be done, 
Therefore did Hermes call 2t his Wind, 
For it is up-flying from Sun aud Moon, 
And waketh our Stone io fly with it foon, 
Reviving the dead, and giving life 

To Sun and Moon, Husband aud Wife. 


T is of a wonderful Compofition, yea 
fo wonderful that if thou fhouldft 
know it by relation only, thou couldft 
not believe it. Study therefore only to 
know it, for it isthe very hinge on which 
turns all perfeGiion, it is that which the 
Wife men never revealed but only in 

Figures and Metaphors 
, Some 
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Some have called it their fharp Vine- 
gar, becaufe of its diffolvent quality 5 
others have called it a Bird, a Goofe, a 
Phefant, and many fuch names they have 
given it. 

But becau(é it arifeth in the form of a 
Wind or Vapour, the Philofophers have 
called it their Vapour, their Smoak, and 
their Wind; and for this caufe command, 
that the Porter keep diligent watch, that 
it fly not away or exhale, for 1t would 
{poil the Work. 

This Water then flyeth the more Spiri- 
tual part of it, andthe Corporal part re- 
maineth below in the form of an Humi- 
dity, which doth bubble and boil conti- 
nually, and the (moak in the Head con- 
den(feth and returneth in drops upon the 
Body; and by this means the Body of 
Sol, which is molt fixed, to the aftonifh- 
ment of Nature is made volatile, and 
{ends out in the Exhalation of the Water 
its fubtle fiery Soul.

medium of this Extraction is Water,. be- 
caufe our Water and the Sx/phur.are Ho-

Wherefore in this Circulation there 
are two things to be confidered, the

Hes run through the’ Chapter 
of Separation with a. plain, {tile, 
“ve fhall now come to the life of 
all, which is Conjuntion ; for we feek 
not a thing which may be capable of Se- 
paration, but which may abide in all 
tryals, the parts being impoflible to be 
S 3 fepa- 
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feparated one from another, for f our 
Tin@ure ought ta be, or ee it will 
be wholly unprofitable for our purpofe. 
For Separation is but the middle motion, 
by which we pa(s from the unary fimpli- 
city of Gold, to the millenary plufquan 
perfection of our Stone ; before which 
can be attained, there muft be a loofing 
of the Compages of the Body, that fo the 
Spiritual Fire, or Tincture may be fet 
Idofé 5 which being loofed, will certainly 
multiply it felf with that by which it was 
diffolved, with which it is neceflary that 
it fhould Radically be mixed and united, 
fo as that both the diffolvent and the 
diffolved. may make one together. 

_ This then ts the benefit of our Water, 
that it doth not only reduce, open and 
mollifie our Bodv, and caufe it to fend 
out its Seed, but it is actually recongea- 
led with the fermental virtue of this fe- 
minal innence of Gold, that it becomes 
together with the Body, one new Body 
perpetually united.

Of this Operation Philofphers make 
a great Myftery, and {peak of it 
S 4 very 
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very, hiddenly,, in refpect tothe terminys

vels will appear, for all the colours that 
can be invented. in the World will be 
then apparent. ,; , 

Some fay their Conjunction is our re- 
conciliation of; Contraries , a. making 
friendfhip between Enemies, becaufe in 
that time the volatile ts {till a{cending and 
de{cending upon the fixt ; this is by them 
afcribed to Contrariety. 

Others meafuring all fublunary. things 
by the rules of Symmetry and -Ametry, 
do. afcribe this Operation ( which they 
for fimilitude {ake compare to a Duel) 
to ‘the over-prevailing of one principles 
qualities above.the qualities of the other; 
and therefore they. define ‘Auriety to be 
the Anaticalnefs:of the four Elements in 
mixture, each in. his quality acting pro= 
portionable to the refiftance of its con- 
trary, & vice.verfa: But this is, but an 
Entanglement, in which. .the..Chymifts 
{tumble upon School Academical Princi- 
ples.:, I-had rather embrace. their Secrer, 
as for Operation , but for Philofophy, 
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jump with that noble Bruxellian, whofe 
promifed Treatifes when the World fhall 
enjoy, I fuppofe they will be the pro- 
foundeft piece of Philofophy that ever 
was revealed to the World: which I ad- 
mire not fo much for his Experiments, of 
none of which I am ignorant, nor Para- 
celfys to boot,many,yea moft of which are 
far harder (though fooner wrought) than 
the Elixir, and the Alchaheft isa hundred 
times more difficult ; but what I moft ho- 
nour in that noble Naturalift is, that he 
did fearch out the Occulta Nature, more 
accurately then ever any did in the 
World. So that (fetting afide the skill 
of this Maftery, of which I cannot find 
any footfteps in what of his 1s extant ) 
I am confident he was without flattery 
Natures Privy-Counfellor, and for Phi- 
Jofophical verity might have comman- 
ded this Secret ; but God doth not re- 
veal all to all men, yet who knows 
what he may live to be Mafter.of in this 
oint too. 
This I {peak not to flatter, him, who 
( befides what is evident to the whole 
World in his Writings) have no other

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280 An Expofttion upon 
character of him, and to himI am like to 
remain a perpetual Stranger yet could 
as heartily defire his acquaintance, as 
any mans I know in the World, and if 
the Fates prevent not mine Intentions, 
by mine or his death, I thall endeavour 
familiarity with him.

To return whence I digrefleds our 
fina] fecret is firft to unite the Spirit and 
Soul of our diffolving Water, that by the 
mediation of the Soul, the Spirit and 
Body may be conjoyned, and then after 
feveral Sublimations and Precipitations 
made for that end, that the Body may be 
{piritualized, and the Spirit corporalized, 
fo fixtogether the Soul, Body and Spirit, 
the flying and the fixt, that all the Ele- 
ments (to ufe Philofophers terms’) may 
acquiefce and reft in this Neft of Earth, 
in which all the virtue of the fuperiours 
and infertouts is contained, both in power 
and act. 

from what hath been (aid may appear, 
the ftrong paflive delufion that hath ta- 
ken many men of our Age, and former- 
ly, who with the Chymift in Sendivogius, 
cannot 
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cannot dteam of any other Mercury, then 
that Mercury which is to be bought at 
Druggifts, which they take and fublime 
varioufly to make it clean, and then with 


Hoghelaxd mix it with Gold, applying 


all the words and fayings of Philofophers 
to this their mixture : But when the time 
comes that they fhould fee the figns {pe- 
cified of the Philofophers, there they fail, 
it may be by reafon of fomething exter- 
nal to the Gold, (which it gets in folia- 
ting, or the Mercury, which it gets in 


'° wafhing and purging, which though it 


be but little, yet it is enough in heat to 
give a light Tindure to the Superficies ) 
they may with Hogheland, fee a difcolou- 
red outfide, which is nothing ; for our 
Operation is not fo trivial, that a man 
had need of Spectacles, and a moft clear 
light to difcera it: but it 1s fo apparent, 
that a half blind man would be amazed 
at it, for our Body, even the perfect Body 
is divided, which common Mercury can 
never do, though a man blefs himfelf ne- 
ver fo much in his mock-purgations. 

But when as fuch Work-men have 
waited theirtime out, and it may be out 
again, 
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again, and fee not blacknefs, then they 
run into another extreme, and {hare the 
fault of their errour ( which was only in 
their Mercury, or withall in their propor- 
tion for poxdys and heat of external Fire) 
between both principles , and then fay 
with Hogheland, our Mercury. and our 
Gold are not vulgar, but they are fome- 
thing (no man knows what ) which the 
Philofophers have called Gold and Mer- 
cury3; Which yet are fome {trange thing 
which man never heard of; or fome com- 
mon thing, or fome vile thing. Thus they 
vanifh into {moak, and all for want of 
knowledge of our true Mercury.

And as by the Water (which 
extracts the Soul) it dies and grows pu- 
trid and black, fo by the fame Water it 
is wathed from its filthy blacknefs; then 
the clean Soul having cleanfed the Body, 
is united to it, that from that time the 
Body follows, the Soul,and is moved .al= 
ways with it. upon-the Fire, flying and 
defcending inthe form ofa Spirit; which 
is a wonder to behold.

One 
Conjunction which they {peak of is grofé, 
which 1s properly Amalgamation, it is 
the firft Operation after the preparation 
of the Mercury. 

But this is not the Conjun@ion here 
to be underftood, but a more fecret by 
far, in which man worketh nothing at 
all, but ftands by only and beholds Na- 
tures Operation. And this work is done 
| without any laying on of hands, and very 
} quickly, when the Matters are prepared 
| and made fit. This work is therefore 
called a Divine work. 

This Conjuntion is far more intimate 
than the grofs, for this is an union per 
mininta, OY intima, {o that the eflence of 
the one, enters the effence of the other, 
fo as to make it but one fubftance. 

This maketh a temper which man by 
no Art could make, for even as Water 
mixed with Water is inféparable, fo is it 
now with thefe principles. Now is con- 
cord, amity and friendfhip made, for now 
the hot and the dry, will embrace tne 
cold and moift, and now patience is made 
between the Water and the Fire.

That thou mayft the more certainly, 
eafily and {peedily attain to this, and 
that thy figns may the better and or- 
derly appear, next to thy care of pre- 
paring true and purged Mercury , and 
pure Gold, firft be fure of thy mixture, 
mix them like as a Potter mixeth his 
Loam. 

Be fure you do not over-glut your 
Earth with Water, nor cloy your Water 

with Earth, but impaft them, and then 
erind them together as diligently as a 
Painter would grind his Colours; for 
the more exactly thou mixeft them, the 
better

Ou Stone is as it iscalled Microcofmos, 
which name unlefs to our Stone, 
hath been only appropriated unto Man 5 
(o is there in the Generation of our 
Stone, much that may anfwer to the Ge- 
neration of Man: for as Anatomifts do 
allow the Woman fifteen veins conducing 
to the act of Venery and Procreation, 
and the Man from whom comes the Male 
Sperm but five ; fo our Stone in his firfk 
Compofition requires three parts of the 
Water or Feminine Sperm, to. one of 
Sulphur ox the Male: fo the Artilt de- 
coding, and Nature perfecting, the Ma- 
{tery 
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296 An Tgxpofttion upon 
{tery will be accomplifhed with the blef 
fing of God. 

Remember now that the more thy 
Water is, the more ought to be thy In- 
ternal Fire to dry it up; fo then when 
thow thalt make the proportion of Water 
to the Suz three to. one, remember that 
thy number of “agles, which is the pro- 
portion of thy Mercury, ought to benine, 
Or at moit ten. 

This is the higheft Acuation -of the 
Water, which ts belt for {uch a propor- 
tion ; as for (even Eagles, two to one is 
avery good proportion, fo haft thou pro- 
portionably three Eagles to every one of 
the Water which is added to the Bady, 
Some are fo acute as to fay, that with 
four Eagles well cleanfed, the Work may 
be performed, and then the proportion 
mult be as three of the Water to two of 
the Body, but the decoction muft needs 
be longer. I never yet tryed it, know- 
ing the forenamed proportions will do 

far better, and nine months time is a 
fufficient waiting for a Philofopher. Any 
fhorter way is and would be acceptable, 
but more tedious are very unaccepta- 
ble, 
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ble, fince they fhew nothing more than 
quicker ways, but protract the time of 
Putrefaction; for from that time the Fire 
of Nature is at work, and then every 
pondys hath the fame period, provided 
the Fire be accordingly, and the Matter 
in the Gla{fs not much over the other, for 
one ounce or two will be far fooner 
accomiplifhed, than five or fix ounces 3 
therefore we advife all rather to content 
themfelves with one ounce, or two at 
moft: if an ounce fucceed, youcan wifh 
no more.

ftery: And what I fay of putting in frefh 
Mercury, 1s to be underftood of the Bod y 
alfo, for if thou fhalt add freth of that, 
thou wilt deftroy all ; for after thou fet- 
teft them to the Fire, thou mutt expect 
Conception, that is, that the Mercury by 
afcending and defcending will extract 

part 
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part of the feminal virtue out of the 
reins of the Sw, which when fhe hath 
done, there then ftands a relation be- 
tween the Sw and that Mercury, as be- 
tween Husband and Wife: Now other 
Mercury, or other Sol are not as yet fo 
related, and therefore they are as a third 
perfon, which Love abhors.

certainly have layn at Jeaft many hun- 
dred years, and yet the Wood as found 
as any other Tree of that fort, which 
hath not been cut down above a year or 
two: fuch is the force of conftant Hume- 
faction, to prevent the ordinary corrup- 
tion of Timber.

“T His Toad is {aid to drink the juice of 
Grapes according to the Philofopher , 
the body, faith he, isnot nobler than Gold, 
nor yet the water more pretious, than 
wine. This water they call fometimes 4qua 
Ardens{ometimes Acetum Acerrimnr,but 
moft commonly they call it their Mercury 5 
A 4 | this 
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4 An Expofttion upon 
this denomination I (hall not infift upon’s 
but fhall aflure yon that it only deciphers 
Mercury , even that Mercury, of which 
writ in my little Latine Treatife, called 
NIG- CoPins xeucomurixds or Introitus aper-» 
tus ad occlufum Kegis palatiums. in that I 
difCovered the whole Truth fully and 
nakedly , and if not too plainly, I am 
fure plain enough. | {hall not here repeats 
to that I remit the Reader. | 

This juice of Grapes this Toad 1s faid 
to drink ; that is not only in the grofs 
Conjunction, which is an Impaftation of 
the body, with the Water to the temper 
of ‘Dough or Leaven, which the Water 
readily doth: {uch affinity there is be- 
tween the Water and the Body; as the 
Philofopher faith , this Water is friendly 
and pleafant to the metals. But over, and 
befides the Water foaks Radically into 
our Body; being circulated upon it, 
according as the Philofopher faith, When 
its own {weat is returned to the Body, it 
perforates 1t marvelloufly.
